TRIED TO DYNAMITE THE CANAL. 

An attempt was made on the 2istto 
blow up the gates of Lock 24 of ‘the 
Welland canal. On the arrival 
of the Niagara, St. Catharines & To- 
ronto railway. train at Thorold, about 
6:20 p.m., two men were seen tdalight, 
each catcrying a small valise. (They 
walked a short distance up the rail- 
Way track, and then made for tha‘ta- 
nal bank, which they followed until 
they arrived at iock 24. They were 
Seen to go behind a storehouse at the 
lock, evidently to arrange the fuses. 
They walked around for a few minutes 
Whien one of the men proceedad tojthe 
lower gates and the other to the up- 
pst getes. Novhing was thought — of 
their action at the time. The man at 
the lower gates quickly: tied 
the - valise to =a Tropa, — and, 
setiing fire to the fuse, lowered 1t 
down about eight or ten feet against 
the side of the lock gate. [le then 
walked quickly away, passing his com- 
panion on the way to the road, and 
calling to him to “hurry up and drop 
it,” which his companion did. At this 
time ihe first explosion occurred. 
smashing the ironwork of the gate to 
pieces atid blowing a hole in the wood- 
work. In two or three minutes after 
the second charge of dynamite explod- 
ed ,doing similar damage to the up- 
per gate. Fortunately, both gates. al- 
though badly sprung, only. settled 
firmly on the bottom of the lock And 
held their places, thus preventing the 
large body of water, nearly a mile fn 
length, between lucks 24 and 25 from 
bursting threugh. Had this occurred 
great dainage would have been done 
not only to the canal but also to the 
surrounding country, whish’ would 

t have been flooded. ‘By the time the 
second explosion occurred the two 
_men were running rapidly down the 
road towards Niagara Falis. The win- 
dows. in all the neighborhoot were 
broken. The expiosions were dis- 
tinetly felt both in St. Catharines and 
Port Dalhousie, five and eight miles 
distamt. A large crowd soon started in 
pursuit of the men. 

The damage to the lock, gates wiil 
not. be} so greajt as a first feared,and 
will bs fully repaired in a few days 
did not delay the opening of the 
canal on Wednesday last. Had the 
plans of the men been - successful 


great damage would have been done 
not only to the canal but to the sur- 


rounding property,tcgether with.prob-— 
able loss of life. The Welland division 
of the Grand Trunk railway, runs ina 
deep cut alongside of the canal, only 
the banks separating them, with the 
station immeditely below. This, with 
a number of houses, would no doubt 
have been swept away, and the coun- 
try for miles around keen flooded, as 
the level shure above is about af mile 
long with sixteen feet of water in jit; 
The two men were captured the same 
evening, and an accomplice with whom 
they had been frequently seen was also 
arrested. The Bu‘falo police searched 
the rooms previously occupied by the 
two men and found a large quantity vf 
exploding fuse concealed therein. The 
names given by the dynamiters were 
John Walsh, Washington,..andi John 
Nolin, Philadelphia; That given by 
their accomplice was Karl Dullman, 
Wajshingtou. The men are believed to 
be members of an organized gang. 
Several reasons are attributed as 
causing the deed. Some claim it to 
be the outcome of ihe grainshoveller's; 
troubles; others claim it to be, a mani~ 
festation of hostility to the Connor’s’ 
syndicate. while it is also attributed. 
to symputhy with th> Boers. ; f.

army acting under Lord Roberts, . nd 
the necessity for re-organizaticen 
amongst the officers on « wholesale 
ecale. The recall of General Gatacre 
was only the beginuing of a movement 
which it may be hoped“will place a 
premium on ability and a penalty en 
incompetence in the future. The 
o-ficial criticisms of Lord Reberts just 
published in regard to Genera] Buller’s 
campaign at Ladysmith more than 
bear out all that the public suspected, 
but did not even whisper, in regard 
to its management. The natural re- 
sult of ‘he publication of the report 
must be the retirement of bojh Gener- 
als Buller and Warren. This is em- 
phasized all the more by the fact thai 
the report was in the hands oi ‘he 
British government for five weeks be- 
fore it was published. It looks very 
much as though the question of who 
was ‘o be in ccommand of the 
paign has been at issue within those 
weeks, and that finally the necessit- 
ies of the nation bave triumphed over 
social infiuences, and incompetence in 
high places has to go; no doubt to “be 
followed by efficient re-organization in 
the lower ranks. !t is hizhly credit- 
able to the British people that they 
stood, practically without murmuring, 
the disasters and resulting 
from the incompetence of their gen- 
eralsin the fie'd. It would not bewell 
that generals should be made or un- 
mid: by the voic> of public critici:m 
There is no doubt that the sane }peo- 
ple who suffered in silence from what 
might well have driven them wild, will 
accept as calmiy the judgment of 
their most experienced, and. as proven 
by most recent evenis, their most com- 
fetent general.

Whoever was the 
selection of generais who first took 
command in South Africa has a heavy 
debt to pay io the British Empire. 
Neither Generals Buller, Meihuen nor 
Gatacreé had a Standing in military «f- 
fairs which warranted their appoint- 
ment te such important commands as 
those connected with the South Afri- 
can war. The appoiniment of second 
er third class men to high commands 
in such an important case could onty 
have been due to malign social or poii- 
tical influences, the same influences 
which apparently permeated ajl ranks 
in the army and resulted in repeaied 
disasters. The change in commanders 
which was made in December was 
proof of the mistake, or sather crimes 
committed by the appointments at the 
beginning. Lords Roberts and Kitch- 
ener were the men whose standing and 
reputation in the army entitied them 
ot ‘the first choice in the confidence pf 
the miuitary authoriiies. YYhen they 
were passed over at the beginning it 
proved, ist. that the miiitary auther- 
ities of the Empire had no proper con- 
ception of the magnitude of the task 
of subjugating the two Republics: ard 
2nd, that influences other than the 
consideration of military ability pre- 
vailed in the choice of commanding 
officers. That the Empire should suf- 
fer as a result of going into'ia war un- 
der such circumstances sould only be 
expected. The redeeming feature is 
that once the mistake was shown to 
have taken place it was rectified by 
the appointment of the proper 
and that now after stili further ex- 
perience of competence on the one 
hand and incempeteuce on the other 
the re-organization which has begun 
at the top is to be carried down thro- 
ugh all ranks of the service. This at 
amy rate is what ail lovers of the Em- 
pire may well hope and expect. 

Not the ieast satisfactory indica- 
tion of this iutention of re-organiza- 
tion is the fact that forty-four com- 
missions in the British army are being 
offered to Canadians. This is a recog~ 
nition perhaps not so much of military 
fitness as of the enthusiastic loyalty of 
Canada in ‘the present war, but still it 
cannot be suppesed that these commis- 
viors are ziveu except in the beliet of 
fitness on the parl of those who are to 
receive them; There is no question 


responsible for 


men, 


that in the operations Which have tak- 
en place in South Africa the Cina- 
dians, as wel as uther colonial troops, 
—and narhaps in tw greater degree than 
any others,—have shown a resourceful- 
ness and ar adaptability to cirenm- 
stances which is the feature particu- 
larly lacking amongst the regular of- 
ficers, and which lack has resrited in 
the series of disasters which bas land- 
ed over four thousand British prison- 
ers in Pretoria. None of these prison~- 
ers were taken as the result ofa Boer 
victory on the field of battle, but 
always by the failure of judgment or 
lack of resource on the part of the 
British officer in command. 

The great difficulty which Lord Rob- 
erts has to face is that so far the war 
has not developed a sufficient num- 
ber of competent officers to take over 
the commands from those who have 
proven themselves to be incompetent. 
The proven faiiures have so far tofbe 
replaced with experiments, rather 
than with men who would give assur- 
ance of success. Of all the regular of- 
ficers of high rank Gen. French isthe 
only one who has shown marked capa- 
city, judged by the standard of suc- 
cass; closely followed by Gen. Brabant 
and Uol. Thornyeroft, and possibly ex- 
celled by Co!. Baden-Powell, amongst 
the irregulars. No duoubt in the low- 
er radks good men ara being developed, 
from das to dag by stress of circum- 
stances, and it is to be expected -will 
now be pushed forward as they.are dis- 
covered, but this takes time, and is 
no doubt ihe chief oceasion of the great 


delay.

WHY THEY ARE THERE. 

There is no doubt that the presence 
of the Canadian contingents among- 
st the British forces in South Africa 
has appealed to the imagination of all 
observers to a degree far beyond that 
of any other section of the vast for- 
ces there. The distance is so great, 
the conditiens so different, the rela- 
tions between Canada and the Empire 
so little undersivod that it seems al- 
most as though the peopie of another 
world had come to join ithe forces 
of the Empire. Something of this 
idea wouid szem {o have siruck the 
late General Joubert, who, in a letier 
written to a friend in New. York ‘just 
before the cutbreak of hostilities, 
spoke especially and in a-tone of ag- 
grieved wonder. at the praspect of 
Canadians joining in the work of South 
African conquest. The idea is sfill 
further emphasized by the-report of 
an interview between George hep- 
ward, of Paris, Ontario, and Command- 
ig 
ant Pretorious, of the Transvaal for- 
ces, who was held prisoner by the Brit- 
ish for a time, at Cape Town. Com- 
mandant Pretorious had lost a leg in 
one of the batiles, and has sine ‘been 
released and sent home by the British. 
Sheppard says: 

“While at the hospital on Thursday 
I saw some wounded Boer prisoners 
among whom was Commandant Pre- 
toricus, of whom you have heard. I 
spoke to him fur a few minutes and{ he 
said, ‘You are a Canadian.’ ‘Yes,’ I 
rep ied, ‘we have just arrived ‘Well, 
my ‘boy, would you kindly teil me why 
itis that you have left a peaceful; civil 
life te come out here to fighia selfish 
war and endure all the hardships of 
the field. ! am net surprised at. the 
awaon of tae Lngiish or Cape vaolun- 
teers, bui it puzzies me why you 
identify yoursei{f with the quarrel. I 
don't suppose,’ he said curiously, ‘that 
brought you here.’ { told bim il was 
not so much jo actually assist Eng- 
land as to ‘show the world the unity of 
the empire, and to show that if one 
part of the empire is touched all are 
hurt. He did not say anything‘ : ‘flor 
awhile, pu* stroked his beard andiar- 
peared lost in thought. I asked him 
how he was treated. He said, shortly, 
that he had nothing to complain of, 
and, as he appeared abstracted in 
manner, I bade him zood-bye.” 

Sheppard’s reply dispelled the my- 
ctery in very few words, and evidently 
placed the question before the Boer 
commandant in an entirely new light. 
For the first time, apparently, he un- 
derstood the size of the contract. which 
the -epublics had undertaken. He 
could understand a patriotism at- 
tached to the surroundings of a life- 
time, built on love for ihe river, plain 
or hill which had been a part of ‘tke 
life of generations, but patriotisin 
“ hich took no thought of surrowhd- 
ings, of distanve or of personal inter 
est, which extended from the northern 
to the souther# hemisphere and round 
and round the world, which was loyal- 
ty to an idea or rather to a realized 
ideal o huinan liberty and progress, 
was apparen*ly something that he had 
not understood, but now it was brou- 
ght before him in a manner vividfand 
unmi* akable. sa that even he, will- 
ing or unwi'ling, must understand. No 
wonder he ‘stroked his beard and ap- 
peared ‘ost in thoughé."’

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SIR CHARLES AND THE TARIFF. 

It will 4e remembered that when Sir 
Charles Tapper visited” Edmonton last 
winter there was a very general com- 
plaint that while he found a great deal 
of fault with the policy and practices 
of the gevernment he made no an- 
nouncement of his own policy, Particu- 
larly on tariff matters. There appears 
to have been a very good reason for 
apparent lack of policy when : ad- 
dressing Westc-n peopte, judged in ihe 
light of a speech recentiy delivered 
by him in Montreal in which he sound- 
ed the battle cry of his pariy for the 
coming elections. As Montreal is a 
manutacturing city, the tariff there 
is a ‘main issue, and Sir Charles’ meth- 
od of dealing with it Ieft noining {to 
be desired on the part of the manufact- 
urers. Ee said, “Ihe Liberal-Couser- 
vative party recognizes a principle 
from which it has never swerved and 
declares that its policy is what it hes 
teen from the first—protection for 
Canadiat& indusiries, and proiecting 
the Ilxcor of Canada.” Ii Sir Charles 
Tupper in these worils meant what he 
said there would be no fault to be 
found. We ali believe in protecting 
Canadian irdustries and labor. The 
trouble is that sir Charles did not 
mean what he said, and when he spoke 
of Canadian industries and Canadian 
labor he meant only the capital which 
is employed in the manufa-turing in- 
dustries of Canada. These are the in- 
dustries which pro‘it, and profit very 
greatly, by the so-callei national pol- 
icy, and thase are the industries to 
whom Sir Charles was appealing for 
support. promising to do as Well for 
them as his party had done before. It 
was not an address to the farniers of 
Canada, it was an address to the men 
who sell the farmers what they want 
to buy, and who do not buy from! the 
farmers what they bave to sell. He 
was addressing the men to whom a 
change in the tariff could be made 
absolutely to mean either profit or 
loss. He was not addressing the men 
who produce the great export ar- 
ticles of the country and to whom, 
therefore, an import tariff means lit- 
tls or nothing. It is well to bear this 
point in mnd that when Sir Charles 
speaks of Canadian industry he only 
Incans a section, and a small section, 
and not the real wealti producing sec- 
tion of Canadian ‘ndusiry, 
means further tha* the protection of 
the greater - industries -not so 
favored. : 

The particular occasion of Sir Char- 
les’ address, or raiher ihe reason for 
his emphazing tue position of the con- 
servative party in favor of higk pro- 
tection, is the further cut, recently 
made, in the Brit*sh preferential tar- 
iff. He declares his objection to this 
feature of the iiberal tariff policy 
on the ground that “It is calculated 
to prostrate Canadian industries.” 
Here again he uses the word indus- 
tries in its restricted sense. The cut 
in the preferential tariff may possibly 


injuriously affect certain Canadian 
inanufacturing industries but can- 
not possibly injurious!y affect the 


great producing industries to whom 
it reduces the cost of supplies which 
they require to purchase. Possibly ‘Sir 


Charles has over-rated the importance | 


of the cut that has been made, but 
whether important or not, he leaves 
no dovft as to his position regarding 
or as to his intentions regarding tariff 
matteis,shouid he be returned to pow- 
er. It is to be regretted ihat in some, of 
its features the present tariff still re- 
tains the protective principle. not hav- 
ing been reduced toa purely revenue 
basis, but they would be making a 
mistake who think i hat the reductions 
which have been secured in the tariff, 
and which have been vastly beneficial 
to the country are bere to siay, unless 
held down by public opinion revresent- 
ed) ‘by « low tar‘ff party in contro} of 
the government. Sir Charles in his 
Mcntreal speech deliberately bids (or 
the support of the manufacturers of 
Canada by an offer cf increases in 
the tariff should he be returned to 
powe*, increases which shal! be goy- 
erned by their whim rather than by 
the general welfare of ‘the country 
which he in his argument sees fit {to 
make subordinate to the interest of 
the class to whom he especially ap- 
peals. 

It, is unfortunate that Sir Charles, 
the Imperialist, should be compelled 
by party exigencies to make his stand 
against ‘the present tariff policy cf 
Carada, by the preference which that 
policy zives to Imperial trade. To 
this feature he gives wordy attention 
in the effort to, if possible, becloud 
the issue to the general pubiic, while 
making it clear to the manufacturers 
that his ioyalty is totbem rather'than 
to the Empire. Those employed in the 
great. producing industries of the coun- 
try which find their market in Brit- 
ain in the happy position, so far us the 
Imperial idea is concerned, that the 
present ‘preference is in line with both 
loyalty and self interest, in as much 
as it enables them to buy more cheap- 


and hej 


ly and to seli more largely than if 
ths preference did not exist. If Sir 
Charles chooses to make the tariff is- 
sue on its preferential feature the case 
stands thus; on ths one hand the 
manufacturing interests of Caneda in 
favor of a thoroughly protected home 
market for their product, and on the 
other hand, the producing industries 
of Canada in favor of the cheaper buy- 
ing and the greater seliing attained 
under the preference. Sir Charles is 
appealing to the smaller section of the 
people and urging an  anjust. cause, 
discredited, in ‘96 and not likely to 
be again avcepted by the people of 
Camada. If the Laurier government is 
weak to-day, it is Weak because it has 
not more thoréughly discarded the 
protective Texture from its tariff pol- 
icy. Its etreagth lies in what iti thag 
done in ‘that diréetion. Every. argu- 
ment which Sir Charlies can produce 
proving that the Bberals have*adopt- 
ed a tariff policy different from his 
own strengthens that party-in'the re- 
Spect and good-will of the vast ma- 
jority o7 the people of the country and 
binds to it the representatives of 
the great producing industries and 
exporting interests.

Free Press: With the rush of 
British aud United States immigrants 
streaming into the west through the 
city, the large number of U. S. settlers 
coming in over the Soo line via Moose 
Jaw, is liable to be overlooked by 
those who are watching with much 
satisfaction the filling up of the vacant 
lands in the province and Territories. 
Mr. C. W. Spiers, special colonization 
agent for the department of immigra- 
tion, has returned from Mosse. Jaw 
and after a careful calculation esti- 
mates that nearly 900 new settlers 
have already come in this month over 
the Soo, bringing with them fully 
$200,000 in the value uf their effects 
farm: implements, stocks and house- 
hold goods. Every state in which the 
Dominion government is working with 


a view to inducing people to settle in 


western Canada is represented and the 
new comers are rapidly getting to 
work on Alberta farms. During 
March the results were also very good 
but April promises to exceed all _ pre- 
tivus months, not only in numbers 
but in the character of the immigrants.

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LIQUOR AT LESSER SLAVE LAKE. 
Editor Bulletin. 
Will you kiadly allow m{ through 
your valuable paper as au oid resident 
of fourteen years standing to give to 
the outside world some idea of the’ di- 
rection in which things are moving 
in this isolated ce*xer of the North- 


west, 

By way of comparison, I will divide 
my picture inte two parts. The ‘irst 
includes a g¢criod »* ten vears, after 
which there. comes a break of ‘two 
years @uring~ my visit to England. 
Ths second part only covers the short 
period of nineteen months, since my 
return to Lesser Slave lake. 

The first stage was marked by a 
gradual, healthy development of all 
that concerned the general good and 


welfare of the valives, whose chief oc- } 


eupation was hunting and fishing. 
Until about ten years ago, the fur 
trade was chiefly in the hands of the 
Hudson’e Bay Co, The estsblishment 
of two rival stores jater on promoted 
a heaity competition. he only {aire 
ticles of drade then were eatables, 
wearables and other necessaries, such 
as caktle. horses. and-impleniemts. So 
that if ine native would spend his 
money, he was obliged t> furchase 
suck things as would benefit himself 
end family. The Europeans hed their 


permits of liquor, which thes, with 
very few exceptions, kapt to them- 


selves. To see an intoxicated native 
Was & Very rare occurance. 

When I first came to Lesser Slave 
lake very few possessed a cow, andthe 
majority were without horses; aud not 
more than a dozen or so had attempi- 
ed to cuitivaie even a small garden 
patch. When I left for England in 
tks sumer of 1896, there were very 
few families whu had not both cows 
ang horses, and a nice little garden, 
and several.of the mon3 industrious 
-ones had their own pivughs and mow- 
ing machines. 

Fourteeu years age there was only 
one church, estabiishec by the Roman 
Catholic fathe*s; in 1896, there were 
th-ee. Then theré were no schools; in 
"96 there were two boarding schools 
where the naive children were cloth- 
ed, fed ad educated. Then,-soap and 
water were very sparingly used both 
on the clothes and-the bodies they, cov- 
ered: in °96 boti were already in 
healthy demand. ‘hen ii was aimost 
necessary lo bribe-the parents to give 
ap their children for school: when [ 
left in 6 it was impossible for both 
schools to admit ali who were offered. 
The progress made in those ten years, 
though uot rapid, was suificiently en- 
couraging to inspire chose who were 
seekiy2z to elevate the natives with 
the hope tbat the rising ‘generation 
would sce & wide gap between the 
darkess ef ths past and-the light of 
the present. But alas! through the 
introduction si our modern civilization 
those hopes have for the time beiag,

TERE ELEVATOR MCNOPOLY. 
Ottawa, April 17, 1900. — 

The report of tae commission on ele- 
vator monopoly in the Canadian West, 
which sat last winter, has been print- 

ed. Farmers in the West, and partic- 
u'arly in the exclusively wheat grow- 
ing districts, have had this question 
of elevator monopoly forced up on 
their attention very strongly during 
the past years, while marketing their 
grain. The conditions were found to 
be growing more unsatisfactery to the 
farmer from year to year, owing to 
combination amongst the elevator 
owners. In the session of "98 J. M. 
Dauglas, M. P., fom Hastern Assinic 
bois, introduced a dill to do away with 
the monopoly. It was epposed by the 
elevator owners and the C. P. R. fin 
the interest of their mutual monopol- 
jes and was successfully side-tracked. 
However, there was a concession of 
the right to lead direct to cars trom 
farmer's wagons as a result of the 
agitation consequent on the introduc- 
tion of the bill. Im other respects the 
conditions remained the same during 
the following season cr were accen- 
tuated against the farmer. This \eas 
felt so strongly that Mr. Douglas re- 
introduced his bili at the session of *99. 
Again the forces of monopoly were 
marshalled against it--horse, foot and 
ertillery, ‘Tie C. P. R. and members 
of the elevator combine were to the 
front as before, but they brought to 
their assistance representatives o2 the 
milling and banking interests of the 
West, so that it seemed like a com- 
bination of all interests aguinst the 
farmer. By throwing the eastern 
conservative vote controllable by the 
Cc. P. R, against the biil it was defeat- 
ed in committee against the vote of 
every western member fresent and 
again monopoly was triumphant. The 
representations made by the western 
members were flouted and snee<ed at 
and their statemenis contradicted. 
They were spoken of as dangerous agi- 
tators beeause they tcok their stand 
on the rights of western farmers to 
ship their grain by any system o4)load- 
ing they pleased. But again the agi- 
taition had a resuit which was the; ap- 
rointment of a commission to take evi- 
dence from farmers throughout the 
West on fhe question of elevator 
monopoly in ‘particular, and, on other 
lesser, but relajted features of the 
grain trade. While there was no ne- 
cessity for the work of such f& commis- 
sion ar far as the West was concerned 
ihe facts being unquestioned and of 
public notoriety, its labors have had 
result of bringing into compact 
form for the informatien of the rest 
»° Canada a Very clear statement of the 
facts of the case, which statement 
ears out in general and in particular 
ina sundry of the allegations made 

s to the burdens imposed upon the 

estern farmer by the methods of the 
grain trade rendered possible by the 
elevator monopoly, and so brings into 

view the right and necessity of 
eg-slation to abolish that monopdly. 

\ number of lesser, but important 

utes of the grain trade are dealt 
itn in a most interesting manner by 

i ereport of the commission. In ord- 

that the main issue mayi be kept 
cleatly before tae public nmiind, the fol- 
wing extracts are oniy those por- 
tions of the report which bear on the 
question of elevator munopoly: 
Statement of Grievances. 

Third:—Thav the owners of elevators 
enjoy a monogoly in the purchase oi 
grain by refusing te permit the erec- 

nm of flat warehouses where stard- 

rd elevators are situated and are able 

» keep the prices of grain below its 
rue value to their own benefit and 

e disadvantage of others whe are 
specially iaterested in the grain trade, 
and of the public generally. 

Chief canse of Grievances. 

We find that the grievances com- 

ined of (low prices, excessive dock- 

ve and unfair weights) have arisen 
rgely from the above mentioned pro- 
ection offered by the railway company 

» elevator owners to induce them to 
mild elevators, which resulted in plac- 
ing the shipping of grain at elevator 
points in the hands solely of theelevat- 
' cwners, Owners of flat warehouses 

not allowed to shig at points 
re elevators were erected and their 
Wate houses were practically done away 
ith. No one desiring to ship grain 
in bulk could’ get it on cars fotberwise 
having it bhaadled through

©ievators. 
A sample Instance 

As a consequence of the refusal to 
furnish cars to shippers for loading 
direct from the farmers’ vehicles, ship- 
pers have had to pay one and one‘ halé 
cents per bushel for cleaning and 
loading on cars (with storage for fif- 
teen days if required) whereas if al- 
lowed themselves to ioad cars direct 
from their own vehicles shipperstcould 
prior to 1899. have had their grain 
cleaned and storea at terminals for fif- 
teen days for three quarters of one 
cent per bushel. The direct loss, 

therefore, by shipping through the 
elevator was three-quarters of a cent 
per bushel less such freight as would 
be paid on the cleanings contained in 
grain in addition to whut would inwany 
case have been paid on the weight (oz 
cleaned grain. In 1899, the terminal 
charges were reduuced to one half of 
one cent, which made the shipper’s loss 
by shipment through elevators one 
cent per bushel instead of three-quar- 
ters of a cenit, as was the case (prior 
to 1899. By shipping through an ele- 
vator, the shipper saved the labor of 
loading; but many shippers preferred 
lo give their labor for the sake of -h> 
eating in the elevator rate and of 
preserving the identity of their grain. 
Another Instance. 

As a result of the refusal of the rail- 
Way companies to take grain from/a 


| flat warehouse, _ (which resulted in. 


; driving many small buyers out of the 


market) and of their refusa! until 1898, 
to furnish cars to farmers desirous of 
doing their own shipping, and ef the 
consequent necessity of shipping thro- 
ugh elevators, or of selling to thefoper- 
ators thereof, and of lack of competi- 
tion between buyers, the elevator own- 
ers have had it in their power to de- 
press prices beiow what in our opinion 
farmers should realize for their grain. 


It would natural’y be to their interest 

to so depress prices; and wher buying 

to dock as much as possible. 

The Remedy—Remove restrictions 
Farmers giving evidence have gen- 

erally egreed that full freedom of the 

right to ‘oad direct on cars and thro- 


ugh f'at warehouses would remove 
most of the trouble. uw 


We consider that proper zelief from 
the possibility of being compelled to 
sell under value, and of being unduly 
docked for cleaning is only to be “had 
by giving the fullect obtainable free- 
dom in the way of shipping and sell- 
ing grain. It is only in such a way 
that the great agitation and bitter- 
ness of feeling which has arisen cansb>3 
ended. So long as any farmer is ham- 
pered in, or hindered from, himself 
shipping to terminal markets, he will 
be more or less at the mercy of ele- 
vator ciperators. 

Free loading platforms also necessary 

The discontent on this point is very 
serious; and, without further discuss- 
ing the causes giving rise to samefthis 
discontent seems {o us an inevitable 
result of the restrictions under which 
farmers have been iaboring as to the 
marketing of their grain. We consi- 
der that to remove this trouble, the 
law sheuld require railroads to furnish 
cars to farmers for the shipping of 
their own grain and should allow the 

‘stablishment at shipping points it 
required, of fiat warehouses under 
proper regulations, by means of which 
a farmer who cannot conveniently 
lord on cars direct, van for a ‘com- 
paratively small sum, obtain for a 
limited number of days the use of h 
bin of the capacity of a carload. He 
can then transfer his grain to this 
bin until he accumulates a_ carload, 
to be then at once shipped. Though 
the furnishing of cars to farmers has 
been given as a privilege, they, should, 
with proper restrictions, enjoy it as a 
legal right. As a valuable accessory 
to the proper shipment of grain in 
carload lots by farmers, we recommend 
the erection at shipping points of load- 
ing platforms to be used by shippers 
free of charge, 
Granting the Right will break the Monopoly. 

We believe that the erection - of 
flat warehouses will not in all uin- 
stances be called for. The knowledge 
that farmers ili have the right, 
under certain restrictiens, to get the 
same erected, or io erect same, wiil 
lead to a desire on the part/of, elevator 
owners and employees to give — fair 
prices for grain rather than to stir 
up feelinz which will lead to theerect- 
ion of these flat warehouses.

TO COAL MINERS. 

The following notice is being sent 
out by the Commissioner of Public 
Works, Regina. Miners would do 
well to remember that “ignorance of 
the law excuses no one.” Many miners 
have not received this notice, but that 
in no way affects their responsibility 
under the law : 

“The attention of the Commissioner 
has been defected to the fact that in 
certain of the cozl mines operated in 
tbe Territories, no attention is being 
paid to the provisions of Section 4, - of 
the Coal Mines Regulation Ordinance, 

This section, reads as follows:—“No 
person shall be employed underground 
in any coal miue in the Territories ‘for 
more thgp eight ours in every twenty- 
four hours exclusive of the time taken 
in descending to and ascending from 
the mine. No boy under the age of 
twelve years nor any woman or girl of 
any age shall be employed or be per- 
mitted to bein the workings of any 
mine.” 

Since the circular was sent out by 
the department an amendment to the 
ordinance in question has been before 
the assembly for consideration. The 
amendment does away with the eight- 
hour system, and as it is being sup- 
ported by a majority of the members 
it is almost sure become law.
